The plan offers movement guidance for 
producers, haulers, packing/processing plants and 
officials managing the outbreak. It also provides 
biosecurity and surveillance tools for producers.

Business continuity: during a disease 
outbreak, having an SSWS Plan may allow for 
easier movement of livestock to processing or 
markets. 


Biosecurity: SSWS Plans provide an 
opportunity for you to work proactively 
with your herd veterinarians and staff on an 
enhanced biosecurity plan. 


Herd health: provide biosecurity tools to 
catch diseases or sicknesses early, hopefully 
limiting its spread.
